Penetrating the haze around the School 
Distriot's budget cuts. By Isaiah Thompson 

F or weeks now, the School District of Philadelphia, its budget 
and its superintendent. Arlene Ackerman, have been cloaked 
in a fog of mystery. 

There's the mysterious^ large budget deficit, announced by 
the School District, of an astounding $629 milkon — thanks in 
part in cuts Gov.lbm Corbett and in part, it would seem, to the 
district’s having simply anticipated having way more money than 
it does. Ackerman, afier meeting ptivatefy with Mayor Micdiael 
Nutter and a few City Council members, asked Counci] a few 
weeks ago to apprtTve an additional $75 million to $110 millioa 
finm thecrity to help preserve sdiool services — notably, full-day 
kindergarten, whid) she otherwise proposed to cxjt.A majority of 
Council members seemed receptive to the idea, as was Nutter, who 
trotted outhis old plan fora taxon sweetened beverages as a way 
to pay for the extra funding. 

Then, mysteriously. Ackerman announced she had, overnight, 
found a way to pay for kindergarten after all — but could still use 
the extra money, leaving the mayor and City Council in un awk- 
ward position ifthey were to ask taxpayers orothercitypn^rams 
to cough up more for the schools. Many described Ackerman's 
maneuver as apolitical blunder. But it also raised questions more 
important and fundamental than mere politics: If kindergarten 


didn't need to be cut, why had Ackerman said it did? After two 
weeks of questions — and as more than 1.500 teadiersface pos- 
sible layoffs, class sizes are setto increase, music and arts cut. and 
programs forat-risk students gutted — the rationale and priori- 
ties behind the district’s ‘interim'disaster budget appear to some 
to be as mysterious as ever. 

Among the cuts proposed is an $8.6 million slash to the budget 
for'accelerated schools,’’ for students most at risk of dropping 
out — many of them teenage parents — some of which boast 
hi^ success rates. Marcus Delgado. CEOofOne Bri^t Rayinc., 
runs two such programs. He says his nonpros's schools, Fairiiill 
Community High School and 
North Philadelphia Community 
High SchooL see an overage 89 
percent graduation rate. The

PH ILLY MUSIC MOGUL LARRY MAGID 
LOOKS BACK ON 40 YEARS OF ROCK.

LARRY MAGID IS A QUIET GUY. 

He’s net cra^ about shining the spotlight on himself 
Rather than use the words ‘^’’or ‘’me” when he talks about 
his Electric Factory Cmcerts, he always says “Ve" — even 
ifsame of the people he's referring to ere out of the business 
or, God forbid, retired. 

After more than four decades of producing the biggest 
live rock shows Philadclphiahaa ever witnessed (the 
world. Coo, if you count 1986's Live Aid and 2005'sLive8l, 
Ma^'s put together a new coffee-table book, Afy Soul’s 
Been Psychedelicized: Electric Factory — Four Decades in 
Posters and PftofttgrapAs (Temple University Press. May 
25). The thick volumeis stuffed with snaps of all the rock- 
ers who made their bones in Philly after co-founder Magid 
opened his Electric Factory live club in 1968. There are 200 
pages of one-of-a-kind posters generated for events at the 
Spectrum. Bijou, Thwer, every iteration of the now-Wells 
Fhrgo Goiter, his secmid Electric Fhctory dub space and 
more. The bookis visually impressive, a work of art itself 

Yet on the day we sit down for a chat in his new office in 
the Piazza at Schmidts, Magid is more intereatod in talking 
about playing baseball as a kid on 69th Street, or adopting 
his dog. Midnight, than a^atPsychcdslicized. That's just 
the kind of guy he is. 

IN A ROOM dotted with old postors(he’sput on tours 
for artists like Bette Midler and Richard Pryor), a Ibny 
Award for Billy Crystal's 700 Sundays (he's helped birth 


more than two dozen Broadway plays) and a few personal 
ttdtens (like die 20-gallon hat Bob Dylan gave him). Magid 
says he's lived his life and run his business organically. ‘I 
let things happen.! haven’t necessarily puniucd things. I 
let things puixueme* He smiles.'That’su great way to be. 
Unless things don't go your way." 

Psychede/iciied is a great example of something Magid 
never thou^t to go after on hisown. T couldn't see how 
anybodywDuld want to read a book about my life."be soya. 
‘Yni have a life and some success, but the idea of sharing 
that story is difficult Bill Graham [a fellow legendary con- 
cert promoteri wrote a book, andit’s very interesting. But 
much of his family was wiped outin WWII. and he escaped a 
concaitratkm camp. Thafs a life. I just escaped West Philly." 

Then there was the idea of writing uncomfortable things. 
A bode about sex, booze and drugs or anything salacious 
wasn't only distast^iil to Magid, it was pas£. "Kiss-and- 
tell memoirs were shocking maybe 30 years ago. So-and-so 
did drugs, There was a girl backstage. Who cares?" 

Phis, that wasn't ever his bfestyle. *I may forget my keys," 
he laughs, ‘but the absence of drugs in my life is why I 
remember everything." 

Ptychedelicued was bom during a Tem|:4e University 
luncheoi in honor of Lew Klein, one ofthe guys who 
started Bo ndsfon d in PhiQy. There, Magid met Ibmple's 
publishing army, and discussions about a book ignited. 

"I thought about a history of the company, the people 
who helped build it and how we changed the landscape of 
Hiilly’s future.” 

Ma^d recalls that when he, the Spivaks (Allen, who

stayed Magid’spartnerforyeais; Jerry and Herb, fora 
while less) and Shelly Kaplan (who got out ofthe music biz 
more than 30 years ago) opened the first Factory in 1968, 
this was still a Quakercity where you couldn't get a drink 
cm a Sunday. “That’s a worthy story." Magid says, “that we 
were a centerpiece to the counterailture here. It was hap- 
pening all over the world and wasn't going to stop, but we 
might have bean the catalytic agent in Riilly. We were part 
of freeing up opportunities, the first restaurant renais- 
sance, the buildup of Center City, that business model. 
Watching a city change around you was truly somediing to 
be part of” 

As one ofthe first live reck clubs in the area, the Electric 
Factory helped bring Philly kicking and screaming into the 
20th century. “I thought talking about what the city was 
like at that time, imd our rele in it. would be interesting," 
says Magid, who penned 13.000-phis words forthe book 
himself But it’s not just the entEitaining asides, it’s the 
sociology of it all that gives Psycfiet/eftcizecf real substance. 

That’s what I like in my music, as well — depth, "says 
Magid. ‘Agreat pop song is essential. But give me some- 
thing with depth and you’ve captured my interest ... I was 
young enough then and old enou^ now to see the changes. 
21appa, Hendrix. Lady Gaga. It was aU about rebellion.’ 

Speaking of which, Magid also felt it was important to 
discuss how the Electric Factory fought the law — and 
won. “We beat City Hall,” he says enthusiastically, recalling 
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when, in 1968.then-Police CammiiUiioner Frank Rizzo 
tried to dose the dub, at the time located at 22nd and 
Ardi. Maybe it was because there were blacks and white 
dancing t«^ther. Maybe it was the muss of kids lined 
around 22nd Street waiting to get in, dressed as shaggi^' 
as the musicians they were there to see. But in the end, 
there wasn't any trouble to warrant police interaction. 

“I don’t think we ever had a fight inside or outside of 
the dub." recalls Bobby Startup, a former Fhctory stage 
manager, who kept a Nikon in his sound booth so he could 
snapphotDs.'niere were others taking pictures, too. Some 
worked for Magid. Some, kids like ElricBazilian and 
Michael Lessner, showed up with theircameras sini|dy 
because (hey loved rock'n'roll. Each wound up continuing 
on in the business. in various professional capadties.lFor 
more on Electric Factory photographers, flip top. 14.1 

ONE MORNING, WHEN Magid woke up to the 
idea that the Electric Factory had truly done something 
worth documenting, he began to dig through the archives 



fbrhistoricposters that are, along with decades of concert 
photographs, part of the legeni. But not everything sur- 
vived. Some personal items, given to him by the Ukes of 
Frank Sinatra and Elvis Presley, have been given away. 
And many of Magid’s original artist contracts got lost in a 
flood at the old Electric Factory ofiices on Vine Street. 

But the memories remain dear — andnot juston his 
Old. One contract that survived the flood is betwear Magid 
and an agent reprasenting a then-unknown Siiram & 
Garfunkel, whom Magid booked for a Perm State show with 
Hie Fbur Seasons. ‘Ibrought that up to Paul Simon not so 
long ago.’he says, "and he remembered the whole thing." 

Hiough My Soul's Been Psychedeltcaed is about lodtrng 
bade, ifs also about the future. Fbr Magid, when it comes to 
ruiuiingElectric Factory Concerts, there’s no slowing down, 
He's likes shark. "Stopping would be a death sentence."

There were 
no rules in the 70a Lnrry |Magid| and his production 
team helped me with complete access to shows in all ven- 
ues- What I was doing was so fresh and new, I was hired 
while still in high sdtool by nation alrecoid companies, 
radio stations and local newspapers to use my shots, 
which have been printed and used all over the worid. 
Eventually business was so good I couldn't keep up. and 
one of my big clients at the time tooku big interest in me 
... and hired me away from shooting shows and turned 
me into a record executive. 1 do miss it, as I had to get 
used togoingtoshowswithoutthree cameras on me at 
all times. I feel guilty watching shows and missing all the 
great shots I could have had. I remember a gift we gave 


David Bowie at the Tbwer — a James Brown doll thrt 
sang and danced. We handed it to him just before be went 
on stage and, of course, midway through the show be 
brings it onstage, hits the button, holds it up tn a mic and 
lets it sixig and dance.

I feel for today's 
photograi^ers, as they are only allowed to shoot two or 
three songs at the beginning of a show, have to sign their 
lives away to shoot, then they're asked to leave.

MORAL ARTS 

A West Phaiy installation takes on the plight 
of homeless youth — and signals a sea 
change for the Mural Arts Program.

ulkdownSBthStreet inWestPhilly. Go past Spring 
Garden, farther and farther from the neighborhood where 
Drexel students live, until you get to where vacant lots are 
60 overgrown Ih^ look like young forests, where shells of forint 
homes aren't evm shells anymore, but exoskeletons. 

Now. turn to the 3800 block ofMelon Street. Sudden^, almost 
every home is pain ted in tropical pinks, blues and yellows, like the 
favela houses in Rio de Janeiro. They krokoutofplace — inagood 
way. Under the summer sun, the properties sparkle. 

tAhirdly enough, this is not arrow development project, but a 
Mural Alts E*rogram piece known as“A Place to Call Home" — and 
Mural Arts Ffrogram executive director Jane Golden says there’s a 
lot more where it came frem. 

Last September. local muraUsta Damon Reaves, Erne) Martinez 
and ShiraWalinsfcy began toying with the theme of homelessness 
among young people — a predicament with which they're intimately 
famibar. The city's Mural Arts Program heads Mural Corps, a youth- 
development initiative that gets teenagera and young adults wortt- 
ingonpubbeart Many of the participants, the artists learned, are 
homeless or have been so in the past 


That this tragedy was right under their noses was startling; 
The youth are truly the invisible part of the homeless popula- 
tion,'' says Golden. 

Accordiitg touUPennstudy, more than 3,500 Philadelphia chil- 
dren were homeless in 2009. Golden estimates that one-third to 
cne-halfofthe 1,600 young people Mural Arts serves have been 
without a home ut some point. 

The three artists intemewed these young petqile about Uv- 
ng under bridges and in shelters, about being evicted with their 
families as well as by their famibes, and about still trying to 
remain kids all the while. These specific stories led Martinez down 
an abstractroad: With the help of Mural Corps participants, he 

painted more than 30 fii^ades 
on Melon Street in those pop- 

“A mural defxctmg home- 
kssness wouldn't be very 
inteT8stiikg,''says Martinez. 
This is more conceptual. It’s about civic engagement; it’s on the 
border between renovation and art.” 

The kaleidoscopic homes also work as magnets that draw you 
inside 3826 Melon St, Here, artists Reaves, Martinez andWalinsky 
transformed a former drug house into a temporary gallery. 

Recordings of the artists' interviews with homeless children ema- 
nate from the walls: “When people come into this house, it's inescap- 
able. They have to hear about the issue,' expla ms Golden. 

In the dining room, Martinez constructed a table.cabinet and chairs 
entirely out ofpaper — showing, perhaps too obviously, how fragile

His insecurities, compounded 
by hU romantic troubles, play outin a series ofhalf-heorted dalliances with women 
who cross his path, undertiikcn less for the thrill ofconquest than toflex his aging 
celebrity charm. Brydon is depicted as a content family man. but his reliance on 
other people’s voices begins to feel like a compulsion. The highlight comes in the duo's 
virtuosic Michael Caine-off, but there are several scenes where thetwoplay varia- 
tions on simple ideas that are ajoy to watch. Just as often, their petty bickering and 
Coogan’s wallows insclf-pitycan be exasperating. In short, itsjust like any long car 
trip — with the added neuroses of two professional comedians.

This couldnt be more difierent than the murals 
of knitting grannies that Golden and co. are known 


Over the past year, the Mural 
Arts Program has strayed from 
its traditional formula, unveiling 
"APlace to Coll Home," os well as 
‘How Philly Moves' and canopies 
in the Italian Market depicting 
immigrants. Golden says a period 
of reflection and "self-criticism” 
has led Mural Alts here — and 
it’s not turning back.

Golden has slew ofother nan- 
mural projects in the works: 

One win involve veterans; 
another will examine suicide: 
another is going to eicplore the 
lives of Haitian refugees in 
Germantown. 

But already, "A Place to Cull 
Home" proves that Mural Arts 
hod its identity crisis not a 
moment too soon.

DHARMA INITIATIVE 

A worid-traveling yogi guides Philadelphians on aquest forself-realization. By Felicia D’Ambrosio 



But Ram Om, in Philadelphia thin weekend to lead afouiwlay 
workshop and retreat at South Streets Temple of the Lotus, isn’t 
merely teadiing asana (the physical or workout aspect of yoga). 
He’s traveling the worid, offering anyone — no t just dedicated 
yogis — the tools to Gnd their caUing and discover their true seff. 

Sound lofty? Ram Om feels that these core principles — the 
meshing of the individual with the inffnite, the imion of many dis- 
parate yoga disaptines with their universal nature — have become 
acalling, or personal dharma, which he proposes to help students 
discover within themselves. 

At the timenfourinterview, Ram Om had just returned from 
Peru and was set to jet to Riris and Mqorcu to teach the workshop: 
in March he collaborated with The Art of Living Foundation in 
Haiti to train local children in classical yoga practices so that they 
may become leadeni in theircommunity. 

A native of Massachusetts, the youthful, sofbspoken, lean 36- 
yea ro Id has spott his life going back and forth between theU.R and 
Bogota. Cobmbia. where he grew up. There is an undeniable mag- 
netic quality to his teaching, which he learned at the ade of his guru, 
Sri Dharma Mittra,at the DharmaYoga Center in New York. ’That’s 


where Philadelphian Danielle Carr firat took his class. 

This is the second year that Carr, who co-owns Lakshmi Hair 
Studio in Old City, will host Rom Omin Philadelphia. ‘1 just knew 
he was my teacher," she says of their connection. 

Each of the Path to Self-Realization Immersion’s fourdays begin 
at 9:30 a.m. with pranayoma (breath work) and meditation, fol- 
lowed by a noon master class that Carr emphasizes is truly all-lev- 
els, not just for experts. 

Ram Om even thinks non-yoga practitioners may have an 
advantage when it comes to benehtingfrnm the prugnim: 

ticingyDgH,"he says They have a setideaofwhatyogais.People 
who have done no yoga practice, but come because they want a 
way to find their own answers can move beyond the method. We 
study the mind as the core of yoga — setthngthe mind into silence, 
When diet is achieved, you may see beyond the mind, to die deeper 
essences of the self." 

[fall pain and suffering — andourcoHecdve failure to figure out 
whowe are and what the heck we’re doinghere — stems from igno- 
rance of the selC how does Ram Omplan toset us strai^t? 

‘Karma is Uke the piece of the puzzle thatyouare.’hesays. 
“Woman, man, where do you live, or were bom. your whole pet' 
sonal histoiy, shows you the first approach to fin ding your nature. 
Then, where does yourpiece fit in the puzzle? ...Dharma enables 
you to become more than that part, but play a specific role in the 
confirmation of the whole puzzle. ’The purpose is to gain a bigger 
perspective, to see how everythingis interrelated. Everything is 
dwelling within you.” 

From 3:30 to 7 p.m. over the four-day workshtqi. Ram Om will 
iby meditatioD.on tr^ics from 
the divine play of Hindu gods 
Shiva and Siakd, to death, 
karma and reincarnation, 
'Though decidedly spiritual. 
Ram Om emphasizes that the 
study of the self is not any sort 
ofreligion.'Whatdo we call 
God?" he says.'Howcan we 
define something that is higher 
than us? It'sjust impossible 
to Bsy that has a qiecific qual- 
ity, and that everybody has to 
acknowledge or fellow that qualify. The purpose of these courses is to 
give somethingusefiil to people. We are facing hard times — notan 
apocafyptic viaon, but in the journey, sooner or later we realize ance 
everything is impermanent, we must find what is really permanent 
and enter into commimicetion with that." 

When asked why he wants to teach these workshops. Ram Om is 
surprisingly down-to-earth. 

“Tve been Just trying to be useful,"he says. "You know, with all 
these spiritual things, we tend to try for transcendence. ... Butin 
reality, things are more simple. Your sixth sense, that’s very use- 
ful (X) the street, isn't it?"he asks. "Which direction to drive home, 
knowing which people you shouldn't do business with, go out with or 
not ...all from making the space for intuition."

Jonathan, who St tided history at Brandels 
University and later completed the Maser Brewers 
Program atUC-OavIs.wasrascinated by thecider 
traditions o( the early Americans and heavily 
researched the process. 

The Gradmans' resultant Frarkford ddery is "a 
true small-batch operation, ' according to Gideon, 
who oversees sales and marketing. 'We really 
aretrying to emulate the methodsandthe style 
of colonial elder.' That means Revolution cranks 
out only a few huntked gallons of product at a 
time, naturally condtlonlngthe 6^ percent ABV 
beverage to a sparkle In 1 2-ourKe beer bottles. 
They 're souming apples fromWeavers Orchard In 
Morgantown, uslngaNendofvanetes to acnievea 
product comparable toSiecidef-with-a-bieenjcyed 
by Adams.

A long moment passed between the blondes, one afresh-faced 
waiter, the otbera jeweled flamingo in a green pashmina.

“Unctuous" is how the server had described 
the short-rib ravioK topped with shaved aspam- 
gusioneofdie mid-couises on the three-part menu at Mka, Chip 
Roman’s sophisticated Chestnut Hill sequel to his Conshohocken 
smai^, Blockfish.A week eariiei; Td had usimilarravioli, filled with 
braised veal breast, floating on pordni bubbles. I wouldn’t charac- 
terize those ravB as unctuous; in texture and flavor, the wavy-skirted 
pasta saucers were downright diaphanous 
I couldn't discern the rest of the server-patron exchange — at 37 
seats spread b e tweai two moss -green diningrooms, miniature Mica 
can get noisy. But mostly it was because Iwas in deep study of the 
best-lookingtand best-tasting) potato salad Td ever seen; sous-vide

spheres ofne^ sweet and purple potatoes, looking like a multicolored 
collection ofmini-golfbaUs driven down a fairway of cumin mayo, 
grilled ramp stalks, dried cranberries and crumbles of tiuflle powder. 

rmsorry to report the conclusion of ramp season has taken the 
potatoes offthe menu. One wonders whatelse will cItangeatMica 
nowthat chef Jason Cichonskiis making a retreat from Chestnut 
Hill to begin readying the restaurant he and Roman, longtime 
friends, are opening togetherin the old An si 11 space. 

This was always the plan for Mica, that it would be a place- 
holder for Cichonski, previously the chef at Lacroix following Mutt 
Levin's d^arture. Glimmers of the young bol's talent flash across 
the menu: tuna with banana! Mozzarella marinated in kimchi! 
Strawberries macerated in cola syrup. hiddCT beneath a cloud of 
aerated elderfloweryogurt&eckled with black sesame seeds! Ifs 

exciting stuS but there's not enough of it to 
makeMicacompletelycompellingjustyet. 

Some dishes were almost there. Seared 
scallops sparkled over twangy gooseberry 
pulp, but other CO mplemmitary ingredients 
could have worked harder than hearts of palm and white chocolate 
powder. Classic camaroli andnontraditianal sushi rice have been 
alternated for the nutty brown butter risotto with clams, but alack 
of brightness was the more pressing issue. More basil, perhaps a 
spark oflemon zest, would sharpen up the dish's richness. 

Now Roman is taking the reins, and his style is admittedly 
‘much more troditional'compared to Cichonski's. ‘Jason is more 
push the edge, push the edge, push the edge." says Roman. ‘1 keep 
him in check, and he keeps me constantly thinking" 
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“I keep him in check," 
says Roman of Cichon 
ski, “and he keeps me 
constantly thinking.” 

Not thut Roman luckii creativity. Hiasteaky blocks of 
Eari Grey-brined ma^etduck breast blew me away, the 
plate wired with explosive pickled sour cherries.

This is what Fd like to see more of at Mica, hfore pretty 
pea soup with yuzu,hamachi and crispy couscous. More 
lush halibut brandade piped down seeded lovash crack- 
ers. But less of the joyless wilted pea-leaf-and-shaved- 
carrot salad tossed in loose, briny black oBve vinaigrette 
— a throwaway side tn local,line-caught tuna (Ocean 
City represent! ) seated on a fiin stripe of sous-vide 
banana purbe. There’s also a perfectly tasty, perfectly 
safepoularde with green-market veggies and not enough 
crispy akin, and ii blade bony clafoubs bore for dessert. 

'There are location constraints to be considered. Roman 
admita.and like Mica’s well -heeled cbentele. the sur- 
gically precise cuisine feels very mature. Roman and 
Cichonskiare32and 26. respectively: the menu ^ould 
shake with swagger and verve. Instead, it too often tip- 
toes up, asks fir your number and darts away before you 

“Not everyone wants to do a tasting menu." Rom an 
says.

Everyone might notwunt a tasting but Mica still offers 
them: five to seven courses, or more ifyou book the chefs 
table in the back. On Wednesdays, fourcourse prix-fixes 
rally around a thematic protein, like soft-shell crabe one 
night 1 visited. 'These were among the most vibrant plates 
at Mica: tempura legs angling upfiam a cool tomalogaz- 
pachothometo thekimchi mozzarella): yellow polenta- 
stuffed bodies on rafts of tangy fried green to matiltes:

wine program that’s pending city approval 

Much of the foundation is laid for Mica to become 
one of the area's most exdting restaurants. All tastings 
all the time is Roman’s eventual goal, two-and-a-half- 
hour.
